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LEGISLATIVE COUNTY CONVENTION. 


Exiracts from General Statutes of New Hampshire. 


The County Convention shall consist of the Representatives of the towns 
of the County. , 

On notice given by the Speaker, they shall meet on the second Wednes- 
day of the June Session of the General Court, or other day in the same 
week ; shall choose a Chairman and Clerk, and may adjourn as they see 
cause. 

The County Treasurer shall make out and deliver to the County Commis- 
sioners a particular statement of the condition of the County Treasury, at 
the term of the Supreme Court next preceding the June seid of the 
General Court; and the Commissioners shall recommend to the County 
Convention the sum necessary to be raised for the County for the ensuing 

ear. 
; Said statement and recommendation shall be transmitted by the County 
Commissioners to the Secretary of State, rare to the second Wednesday of 
June next ensuing, by whom it shall be delivered to the Clerk of the County 
Convention upon request. 

The County Convention shall have power to eae two Auditors annu- 
ally for the succeeding year, whose duty it shall be to examine the accounts 
of the County Commissioners and the County Treasurer, &e, : 

A record of the doings of such Convention shall be kept by the Clerk of 
the Convention, and shall be transmitted by him to the Clerk of the County 
Commissioners. 


COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 





PAUPERISM. 


In making the fifth annual printed report to the County 
Convention and the public, on the various matters confid- 
ed to our care, this Board again emphatically express their 
approbation of the present method of supporting the 
County poor At the Farm—which, though perhaps now no 
longer to be regarded as an experiment, is still opposed in 
fact if not in terms, by what remains of the old-time predi- 
lection for Towns doing the County pauper business, by 
retaining and charging for paupers long resident among 
them, and others even who prove needy while only tran- 

siently in any place. 

_ This is evinced by the constant pressure on the Com- 
missioners—which, however, comes generally from new 
and inexperienced town officers—for regular weekly al. 
lowances to County paupers in towns; and nearly every 
case presented is urged as exceptional, and deserving es- 
pecial consideration by the Board: and this while our 
records show that we have just such applications at every 
term of Court, and feel obliged, in our best discretion, to 
decline increasing the now small list of old pensioners off 
the Farm receiving stated assistance. We are most firmly 
convinced that the best and most comfortable place for 
nearly all county paupers, except those who need only 
temporary aid by reason of sickness or accident,—is at the 
public house provided for them; for even with the best 
intentions, those who in their own scant homes would be- 
friend the old paupers, are usually scarce able to provide 
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for themselves; and even the Almshouse, with all its ob- 
jections, is a far better home for children, than those 
which most parents who need county aid, can possibly 
provide for them. ; 

Kconomy also is greatly promoted by entirely support- 
ing all paupers at the Farm, rather than aiding them else- 
where. For even though the amount allowed be less per 
week than the $1.50 which is the estimated cost at the 
Farm, yet the inevitable heavy bills for doctors and nur- 
ses, in the cases of old people, far more than exceed the 
saving which town officers are apt to imagine they can fig- 
ure out for the County. And even with families of chil- 
dren, the same rule holds true; as good homes are always 
to be had for the larger ones, and the work of the parents 
at the farm is usually sufficient at least to compensate for 
their board. The interest of all concerned is also promo- 
ted, by the fact that liquors can be kept from paupers at 
the Almshouse ; and children are there disciplined and ed- 
ucated, instead of living amid dirt, beggary, and probably 
vice in their own miserable homes. 

In this connection also, we regard the too-ready furnish- 
ing of wood and other supplies to paupers in some of the 
larger towns, as not only working to the detriment of the 
tax-payers, but tending directly to the encouragement and 
increase of vagrancy and beggary. Thus we consider the 
amount expended in Portsmouth for County paupers last 
year, about $2000, and nearly $1000 in Exeter, and $700 in 
Newmarket, by far tco large for the public interest, and by 
no means necessary to answer any due call of justice or 
humanity, since we have a County Farm. 

In England, as is well known, the poor-rates are relied 
upon in place of personal exertion, by generation after 
generation of a very large population; and a celebrated 
English authority in such matters, speaks of the system of 
out-door relief as encouraging the growth of pauperism, 
and says it lays upon that country like a nightmare of in- 
dolence and imbecility. And he adds that ‘here in Amer- 
ica there are already symptoms of similar results, where in 
some States the same system is followed. The plan of 
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out-door relief is like adopting a cub, which will surely 
grow up to bully and worry its protector.” The habit of 
asking aid was learnt in the old country, by most of those 
who call for it in this; and so long as the idle, dissolute 
and improvident are allowed to feel that they can get their 
wood gratis, or so much a week for supplies, for the ask- 
ing, there is less inducement for them to endeavor to pro- 
vide for themselves. 

There is very little danger of the worthy poor—those 
few persons who have seen better days, but have become 
reduced by misfortune, about which the inexperienced talk 
so feelingly—being denied assistance from either Town or 
County officers. And indeed, there are very few such cases 
anywhere, by far the larger portion of paupers, whether . 
worthy or vicious, finding at any almshouse, a better and 
happier home than they ever before enjoyed. And al- 
though the saving of money is not the only nor the high- 
est consideration in this regard, the stale argument that 
Town officers ask “only a little aid—less than you can sup- 
port them for at the Farm,” is not true. For with the 
wholesale and liberal arrangements at the Almshouse, the 
cost per week for the inmates is actually less than that of 
the pensioners aided in towns, including medical attend- 
ance. | 

The pauper Act passed by the Legislature of 1873, made 
no change whatever in the powers or duties of Commis- 
sioners as to boarding County paupers in towns—leaving 
all to the discretion of the Commissioners and Selectmen, 
as before. But had the act passed as it was originally 
presented, evidently by some kind-hearted but inexperi- 
enced person—requiring instead of allowing Commission- 
ers to pay to Selectmen or Overseers of the Poor of 
towns, as much per week for the board of such County 
paupers as any Town officers might select, as it cost the 
year previous to board the average inmates at the County 
House,—the title of the bill might well have been, “An 
Act to abolish the County Farms of the State ;” for of 
course Selectmen would choose the best paupers,—those 
who are able to work some,—and leave the lame and the 
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lazy, the halt and the blind, the sick, the imbecile and the 
insane, to the care of the Commissioners, at whatever 
cost, which inevitably would thus be greatly increased. 
But as every County now has its Farm, and the plan meets 
the approval of all who personally examine and become 
practically acquainted with it, there is little chance of any 
return to the old inefficient and expensive-mode of sup- 
port of County paupers in town almshouses and private 
houses. 


‘“Almshouses ought justly to be regarded as homes for 
all those’ who lack better ones of their own—where the 
Town or County should gather their entire families—rath- 
er than as places of unwilling and unhappy banishment for 
those persons only who have no interested or influential 
friends to urge upon Overseers or Commissioners the al- 
lowance of outside aid in their special cases. That it is 
mainly unfounded prejudice, or lack of personal acquain- 
tance with pauper institutions, which causes most of the 
intense opposition to entering them,—on the part of those 
really destitute, or their friends,—is shown by the fact that 
the sane inmates of our almshouses, almost without ex- : 
ception, are contented and happy, however much they 
may have dreaded entering. It is not true, “Who enters 
here, leaves hope behind ;” and those who inculcate or fail 
to combat this idea, work unkindness to the poor and in- 
jury to the public. 





No thoughtful and discreet official will desire to eradi- 
cate or lessen the feeling of true independence in any 
breast, however humble; but the idea that persons who 
are supported by charity wholly or in part, are any the 
less paupers because they keep out of the almshouse—or 
are half as comfortable in their stinted homes as they 
would be there—tends to privation of the poor and the 
increase of the public cost. Let all good citizens beware 
how they add to this prejudice, unless they would encour- 
age the tide of rampant beggary, which is almost irresisti- 
ble to those who are governed by their feelings rather 
than knowledge and sound discretion. 
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The easiest and most popular course, doubtless, for 
‘those having charge of pauper business, is the too com- 
mon one of granting all the aid asked; but a very little 
experience or observation will convince any intelligent 
and well-meaning person, that neither just economy or true 
charity lies that way. And after all said, there is little 
danger that any competent Overseer or Board will refuse 
any of the few worthy applicants to whom it is advisable 
to furnish outside aid. They are far more likely to err in 
the opposite direction, for next to its victims, none are so 
‘sure to sympathize with deprivation as those who best re- 
alize it from study.” 

3 TRAMPS. 

The subject of transient paupers, or more properly dai- 
ly tramps, is not a new one, but has received a new sig- 
nificance from the great increase of these pests the past 
year. Thousands of men, most of them able-bodied and 
many tolerably well-dressed, live continually by travel- 
ing from place to place in New England, or farther, either 
on foot or by being “shoved” along on the railroad by 
town authorities anxious to get rid of them out of their 
borders, and getting one or more meals or a night’s lodg- 
ing in each town, which in turn’charges to the County all 
these expenses. The number of such vagrants thus sup- 
ported even in the little State of New Hampshire, is very 
large, and constantly increasing; and their cost to this 


County last year was more than $3000, as shown by the ta- 


ble of town payments elsewhere herein, besides an excess 
paid by many towns, not allowed by the Commissioners. 


' As a matter of curiosity and information, we give the 
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amount paid to such towns, as near as may be, except in 
Portsmouth, which has never charged for tramps. except 
for Railroad fares, but where 868 were reported accommo- 
dated the past year, which would amount to about $700 
more. 

This is a great and growing evil, and one deserving se- 
rious consideration ; for the support of these roving vaga- 
bonds in idleness is no true charity to themselves or jus- 


tice to the public. Ifit be not advisable to commit such

parties for vagrancy, they certainly should be made in 
some way to earn their living, And at least, none should 
be fed and lodged gratis, who have money in their pockets, 
as we are credibly informed has been done in some instan- 
ces. Of course any worthy parties caught short or found 
destitute, should be cared for, as under other circumstan- 
ces. Such can easily be distinguished. 

The County has fortunately been exempt from small-pox 
during the year, and our payment for the insane has been 
very small{ but the great cost of the tramps alluded to, 
has swelled the aggregate expense for paupers off the 
Farm to alarge amount. These tramps, forever marching, 
are nearly allidle, worthless fellows, whose preying thus 
on the public ought to be somehow stopped; and we have 
recently decided that the County ought not to pay any 
more bills for their keeping. 

That all may understand the action and policy of the 
Commissioners respecting paupers and tramps, and the 
reasons which govern the Board, we append to this report 
a copy of circulars issued to Selectmen and Overseers of 
towns during the year. 

HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 

The Board recommend the erection at the Farm, of a 
building for a House of Correction, for the safe and sepa- 
rate confinement of convicts and refractory paupers, tran- 
sient persons, &c. The estimated cost would be about 
$4000, and the lessening of the liability of the spread of 
infectious disease from tramps and others, is an important 
consideration. Better laundry accommodations, so much 
needed, can also be provided in this building, as well as a 
workshop for convicts and others. This recommendation, 
involving an outlay so considerable, is not made without . 
some hesitation ; but a new building is essential for securi- 
ty as well as convenience, if the Farm as a House of Cor- 
rection is to take the place of the jails to so great an ex- 
tent as seems to be deemed advisable. All will probably 
agree that it is better for criminals to work and earn their 
living at the Farm, than to be idle in jail, where each costs 
the County at least $3.50 per week; and as their labor at 
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the farm probably more than pays their board, the County 
is ‘saved heavy ‘expense thereby. At the last term of 
Court, Judge Sargent, after conferring with the Superin- 
tendent, sent nearly all the convicts to the Farm, for long 
terms. More than $150 in money, as credited in the farm 
accounts, has been received for painting, shoemaking, and 
making cane-seats to chairs, by convicts; besides a large 
amount of farm labor and house service rendered by them. 
With suitable accommodations, we think the cane-seating 
of chairs can be made to support the male prisoners. 


COUNTY INSANE ASYLUM. 

The hospital at Brentwood is constantly overfull, and 
there are no safe and separate grounds for the inmates. 
We therefore renew and urgently recommend the sugges- 
tions for the enlargement and improvement of the accom- 
modations for the insane at the Farm, as presented in the 
reports of this Board for the past two years. All experi- 
ence, so far as we are acquainted, proves that the great 
majority of: incurably insane paupers can be as well provi- 
ded for at County hospitals, as at the State Asylum, and at 
much less expense; and the greater facilities at the Coun- 
ty institutions for employing the insane in such work as 
they are capable and willing to do, is a decided advantage. 
Of course any competent Commissioner would desire any 
new, young or hopeful case, to test the benefit of scientific 
treatment at the State Asylum. 

The estimated cost for enlargement of the hospital, pro- 
‘viding suitable exercising yard, &c., is $4000; and in our 
judgment there is no way by which the interests of the 
poor insane and the tax-payers of the County can be so 
well promoted, as this. 

The Commissioners having applied to the Supreme Ju- 
dicial Court for the custody of several prisoners commit- 
ted to the State Insane Asylum by said Court; the Court, 
after two hearings on the subject at Concord, at which the 
Commissioners and Supt. Bancroft of the Concord Asy- 
lum were present; and after a visit of Judge Doe to the 
County institution; transferred George W. Hoyt of Der- 
ry to the custody of the Commissioners, and he is now in 
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the County Hospital at Brentwood, where his labor is suf- 
ficient to offset his board. Alfred Randall having escaped 
from the Concord Asylum, leaves only Edward Manning, a 
convict, there from this County ; and we shall not only re- 
new the application to the Court for lis transfer to our 
custody, but ask that the Court in future order all such 
commitments to the County Asylum, where they can be 
kept for less than one-half the charges at Concord. 
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BOILER HOUSE AND FUEL. 


The quantity of fuel necessarily consumed at the Co un 
ty House is enormous — amounting to about $3000 last 
year—owing largely, we think, to defective steam piping 
in the main building—which also, being very high and 
lightly constructed of wood, is very cold. Coal has been 
substituted for wood during the past winter, for the first 
time, and we think to advantage and economy; but with a 
different boiler, and alterations in the piping, we feel as- 
sured a material reduction can be effected in the fuel bill. 

The steam boiler is also located most unfortunately in 
the basement of the house, to the discomfort and peril of 
the numerous inmates; and we recommend an appropria- 
tion of $3000 for the construction of a separate boiler- 
house outside the building, and the needed alterations in 

he piping. This we think would promote economy and 
the comfort and safety of all concerned. It would also 
allow better dairy accommodations and the more complete 
separation of the paupers, as desired, in the basement of 
the main house. 

NEW BUILDINGS. 

At the Farm in Brentwood, the appropriation of $1500 
for a shed and granary has been expended for that pur- 
pose, and convenient and substantial accommodations pro- 
vided, connected with the barn. 

An Ice-house has also been erected near the hospital. 

A building for a piggery is much needed, with a butch- 
ering room connected—all the slaughtering for the estab- 
lishment now being necessarily done in the barn, close to 
the cows’ tie-up. 
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CONTINGENT. 


Among the extraordinary expenses of the year, besides 
the new buildings, are included the new tinning of the 
roof of the Almshouse, costing about $700, the old tin be- 
ing blown off by a tornado; also a new steam pump and 
fixtures, $300; and new blankets and sheets for the house. 
The new pump was needed for the water supply of the 
house, and would be especially serviceable in case of fire. 

That the Farm is not the barren and unproductive spot, 
so lightly esteemed by many who have never seen it, is 
shown by the considerable crops reported somewhat in de- 
tail elsewhere. The annual yield of hay, for instance, has 
increased from five tons to nearly one hundred. 

The neat and other stock and tools at the Farm are also 
more valuable than ever before. It is the design of the 
Commissioners that in future all the butter necessary for 
the Farm shall be made there. 

We find by visiting several pauper institutions, that at 
none are the inmates better fed or more comfortably pro- 
vided for in all particulars, than at Brentwood ; and in few 
are so many luxuries served. 

Few changes have been made at the Farm during the 
year, except that the cost for labor has been decreased by 
lessening the number of hired assistants—convicts, or pau- 
pers, in many instances, taking their places and rendering 
good service both in-doors and out. The number of in- 
mates the past winter was larger than ever before; and the 
accounts as rendered elsewhere by those in charge of the 
several departments, are one important test of efficiency 
and faithfulness, and we think they all make creditable 
showing. 

The town of Brentwood persists in levying a school tax 
on the County Farm, and yet refuses to allow the poor 
children from the same to attend the public schools. We 
have paid the tax under protest, and the children are 
taught the rudiments in the house. A local civil rights 
bill for the protection of children whose only crime is pov- 
erty, may be advisable, though we have no desire to over. 
burden the town schools. 
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VISITORS 
are allowed the liberty of the County House on Wednes- 
days. None admitted on Sundays. Selectmen and Over- 
seers of the Poor are especially invited to visit the insti- 
tution,—with which, in justice to their wards and the 
County, it would seem they should be personally acquaint- 
ed. 
JAILS. 

Prisoners have broken out of both the Exeter and Ports- 
mouth jails during the year; but apparently neither 
through any palpable defect in. the buildings nor any es- 
pecial fault of the jailors. The fitting preventive of a ° 
repetition is believed to have been applied. 

The repairs and improvements on both jails have been 
continued, and nearly completed. At Exeter anew Magee 
furnace has been set, and the flues changed, by which the 
heat is increased, and the consumption of coal is lessened. 
Suitable drainage has also been secured, at heavy expense. 

At Portsmouth, separate cells for female prisoners have 
been provided, by refitting the rooms in the old wooden 
portion of the jail. The brick outer wall of the stone jail 
has also been furnished with a substantial stone cap or 
covering. 

COUNTY RECORDS. 


The Commissioners have gladly co-operated with the 
committee appointed by the Legislative Convention, in © 
carrying out their suggestions as to the records in the Pro- 
bate and Register of Deeds offices. The old papers of 
value in the Probate office have been selected from the 
mass, under direction of Mr. Bell of that Committee, and 
mostly copied for binding. A plan of a general index of 
deeds, so much needed, has also been decided on, after 
much study and consultation between Messrs. Hatch and 
Smith of the committee, the Register of Deeds, and Mr. 
Miller on the part of the Commissioners, and a commence- 
ment made. The entire work will be,a long and rather. 
expensive one, but of benefit and satisfaction to the pub- 
lic, especially the legal profession and all others who have 
occasion to examine or verify title deeds, or invest in real 
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estate. A moderate annual SRerOP Hat is recommended 
for this object,—and each year’s work will be complete and 
useful as it progresses, and valuable if the work should be 
discontinued at any time. 

The change of the Coroner law last year, whereby the 
holding of inquests is now left to the option of coroners 
themselves, instead of being ordered by selectmen or al- 
dermen as heretofore, has resulted in considerable cost to 
the County ; but is of no other advantage, so far as our 
observation extends. We think the public interest would 
be promoted by the restoration of the old law. 


In accordance with the desire of the worthy and devout 
Chaplain, and in fulfilment of an intention previously en- 
tertained, we have just now provided for the Chapel at the 
Farm, an excellent new reed organ, of the Grangers’ pat- 
tern, from the manufactory of Ballou & Curtis, Concord,— 
from which we hope the inmates may derive both enjoy- 
ment and improvement 


The suggestion of the Chaplain as to a library, is wor- 
thy of consideration; and, besides purchasing, donations 
of suitable books, magazines or papers, (of which quanti- 
ties are lying unused in many homes,) willbe gladly re- 
ceived for use of the inmates. 

THE COUNTY YEAR. 


The Commissioners would again suggest to the Conven- 
tion and the State, whether it would not be well to fix by 
statute the time for the commencement of the term of ser- 
vice of County Officers, and make it the duty of the Clerks 
of Courts to notify such officers of their election, 

In conclusion, the Commissioners would duly acknowl- 
edge the assistance and co-operation‘of all law officers of 
the County, and generally of Towns. Reports of various 
other County Officers will be found herewith annexed.

NEW HAMPSHIRE COUNTY COMMISSIONERS’ CONVENTION 


Concorp, N. H., June 1873. 


_ In response to an invitation sent to all the Commissioners of the sever- 
al Counties in the State, a very full meeting of said Commissioners was 
held at the State House in Concord, on Wednesday, June I1th, at 10 
o’clock. ‘Twenty-four of the thirty Commissioners in the State were pres- 
ent; and we believe every County was represented. George W. Riddle of 

-Manchester was chosen Chairman of the meeting, and Frank W. Miller 
of Portsmouth Secretary. 


After a full and free discussion of all County matters : pauper manage- 
ment, including transients, small-pox cases, physicians’ bills, county alms- 
houses, &c., the meeting was adjourned to Wednesday, June 18th, waen 
also a full representation of all the Boards was present. It was 


Voted, that a Convention of all the County Commissioners in the State 
be held at the State House in Concord, annually, on the second Tuesday of 
June, at 100’clock in the forenoon, for consultation and interciauge of 
information in relation to the management of County affairs, &e. 

Voted, that the officers of the Convention be authorized anl requested 
to cause to be printed a report of the action taken by this Convention, an 
a copy be furnished by the Boards of Commissioners for the several Coun- 
ties, to each Selectman and Overseer of the Poor in their respective coun- 
ties. 

Voted, in hopes to check this growing evil, that the several Boards of 
County Commissioners will hereafter refuse to pay any bills for transient 
paupers, so called, except in cases where these travellers alluded to shall be 
proved by the Selectmen presenting said bills, to be County paupers. And 
it is suggested to town authorities by this Convention, that many of these 
‘*transients’’ might well be arrested and committed for vagrancy, and thus 
made to earn the living they now habitually beg or steal. 

Voted, that the County Commissioners will not henceforth pay any 
bills in cases of small-pox or other infectious disease, except for parties 
who were County paupers previous to taking said disease. ‘The (‘ommission- 
ers believing that by Chapter 102 of the Compiled Statutes, and the ruling 
of the Court under this law, the care and expense of such diseases must be 
borne by the Towns. 

Voted, that we deem no legislation necessary as to the County insane, 
unless perhaps to fix a price at which Counties may send their insane to 
the State Asylum. 

Voted, that in our opinion, public sentiment is not yet ready for the 
abolishing of all Town settlements; which, however, we think will ulti- 
mately be approved by all. 

Voted, that the Chairmen or other membersof the several Boards of 
Commissioners, confer with their respective County Conventions, respect- 
ing legislation advisable for Counties. 

oted, that the price of Physicians’ services, authorized by Selectmen, 
Overseers of the Poor, or County Commissioners, throughout the State, 
be and hereby is fixed as 75 cents for each necessary visit, (including med- 
icine,) when the travel is two miles or less, one way; and one shilling to 
be added for each additional mile, computed one way. , 

Voted, that the several Boards of Commissioners will during the year 
visit the various County Houses in the State, so far as is practicable, for 
mutual information and co-operation in the important business under their 
charge. And the Chairmen of the different Boards are desired to arrange 
for said interchange of visits, if they deem advisable.

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REPORT OF COUNTY CONVENTION, 1873. 
Concorp, N. H., July 1st, 1873. 


The Rockingham County Convention, (consisting of all the Represen- 
tatives from that County) met at the Representatives’ Hall in Concord on 
the 11th of June at 12 M. It was called to order by Mr. Poor of Derry ; 
and on motion of Mr. Emery of Portsmouth, Mr. Albert R. Hatch of 
Portsmouth was elected permanent chairman; and on motion of Mr. 
Smith of New Market, Mr. J. Horace Kent of Portsmouth was elected per- 
manent Secretary. 

On motion the Secretary was directed to call on the Secretary of State 
for the Report of the County Treasurer. 

The report of the County Commissioners was received, and with the 
accompanying documents was referred to a committee of three, as follows— 
Poor of Derry, Dudley of Brentwood, and Cilley of Nottingham—when 
the committee adjourned until the following Wednesday. 

June 18th.—Convention met, and the subject of County Appropria- 
tions was referred to a committee of five, viz: Poor of Derry, Marcy of 
Portsmouth, Beede of Fremont, Carlisle of Exeter, and Smith of New Mar- 
ket, when the Convention adjourned to the call of the chair. 

June 27th.—The Convention again met, when Mr. Bell of Exeter was 
called to the chair, and Mr. Hatch of Portsmouth offered the following res- 
olution, which was adopted : 

. Resolved, That a committee of three be chosen to prescribe a suitable 
place for revising, renewing and keeping the Index of Deeds in the Regis- 
ter’s Office ; that the Register of Deeds be authorized to commence the re- 
newal thereof, under the direction of said committee ; and that the sum of 
five hundred dollars be appropriated to be expended in that work the pres- 
ent year. 

(Mr. Hatch resumed the chair.)

In addition to the duties devolving on us as Anditors, we cannot omit 
to compliment the County Treasurer, Mr. W. N. Dow, on the apparent fi- 
delity with which he has performed his duties as a public officer, together 
with the accuracy and business capacity which materially abridged the du- 
ties of the Auditors.

Exerer, Juty 1873. 
To the Selectmen or Overseers of the Poor of Towns: 

GENTLEMEN : — We desire to call your attention to the fact that 
there has now been expended by the County for the accommodation of 
County Paupers, about $60,000, for Farm, buildings, stock, tools and fur- 
nishing, the interest on which is over $3,000 per year and isa large item 
in pauper expenses, whether the inmates of the almshouse are few or many. 
The cost of supporting the paupers at the almshouse for the past year, in- 
cluding this item of interest, was $9.992.39. The amount paid the several 
towns for the support of paupers not on the farm, (including small-pox 
and insane,) for the same time was $11,080.97, or $1,038.58 more than for 
those on the Farm. We can support on the farm a much larger number 
of paupers than are there at present, without materially increasing the 
general expenses, such as for interest, help, taxes, insurance, &c., thereby 
saving a large proportion of the amount now paid to the towns. In view 
of these facts, we feel it to be our duty to insist that in every case where 
the health of the paupers will admit, they shall be taken to the County Farm 
at once; and no further allowance will be made for them elsewhere. 

We also desire to call to your notice sections l2and 13, chap 75 of the 
General Statutes, and to inform you that no d2lls will be paid for more than 
ten days’ support previous to the proper affidavits being furnished us, ac- 
cording to the requirements of this statute. The evidence as to the settle- 
ment must show the name, age, place of present or former residence of the 
applicant since 1840, the amount of property owned by and taxed to them 
in any place since 1840; whether married or single; if married, when and 
to whom ; if under the age of forty-six years, the name and place of resi- 
dence of parents, the amount of property owned by and taxed to either of 
them; if they have received any aid, when and from whom; where they 
have lived for the last two years, and other material facts that may bear 
upon the matter. } 

By reference to our last annual report, it will be seen that the total 
Pauper expenses of the County have been reduced somewhat from the year 
previous, which result has been largely due to the* exertions made by the 
Commissioners, and the co-operation in good part, of the Overseers and — 
Selectmen of the several Towns. We hope to effect still further improye- 
ment in this direction, and desire the aid of all ‘Town Officers.

This is a slight increase over last year, when the esti- 
mate was $1.45 per week, which difference is explained by 
the higher prices of some provisions this year, as for in- 
stance, flour has cost $7 to $9 per bbl, last year $5 to 7 ; 
pork last year 6 cts., this year 7 1-2; beef this year 6 to 
8c., last year 4 a 5c.; and nearly all the fuel used this year 
has been purchased, while for two years previous the wood 
had been cut from the farm, which supply is now nearly 
exhausted f 

When all the buildings and fixtures necessary for the | 
convenient and economical management of the Farm shall 
have been provided, and the land brought into full bearing 
condition, it would not seem unreasonable to expect that 
the institution should become so near self-supporting as to 
bring the cost of board per head, including the sick and 
insane, considerably below a dollar.

Physician’s Report, County Almshouse. 


To the Commissioners of Rockingham County: 


GENTLEMEN: The sanitary condition of the County Alms-. 
house and House of Correction for the past year has been 
such as to meet the reasonable expectation of all. No 
epidemic has invaded the institution, no diseases have been ° 
prevalent that could be attributed to want of cleanliness, 
imperfect venivation or defective drainage. Notwithstand- 
ing the number of inmates and those sentenced as crimi- 
ale have been largely in excess of former years, there has 
been compar atively less disease than at any time since the 

opening of the institution. 

The per centage of deaths in an institution like this 
must of necessity be large, since a majority of those ad- 
mitted are advanced in age, and nearly all are more or less 
diseased, and many are carried there to die shortly after 
their admission; still it is a gratifying fact that the death- 
rate has constantly diminished, and during the past year 
“has been less than any previous one. Under the manage- 
ment of the present able and efficient Superintendent, the 
buildings have been kept well warmed during the past 
winter and thoroughly ventilated, the dormitories kept 
elean and recently new painted; in fact the appearance of 
every thing about the institution is such as would do no 
discredit to the ordinary farm houses of our country. 

During the past year there have been two births and 
tifteen deaths. ‘ 

George W. Parker died May 38, aged 66. Disease, 
Paralysis from softening of the Brain: Admitted March 
23,1871, from the N. H. Insane Asylum, where he had been 
confined for a long time. 

Reuben Towle died June 4, aged 73. Disease, Paraly- 
sis: Admitted Oct. 14, 1869, from Raymond. Alba Batch- 
elder died June 25,aged 35. Disease, Hemorrhage of 
Stomach: Admitted April 4, 1873, from N. H. Insane 
Asylum. 

Etta Leavitt died July 13, aged 6 weeks. Tertiary Sy- 
philis. Born at County house, and inherited disease from 
mother. 

Charles E. Morse died Aug. 2, aged 46. Disease, De- 
lirium Tremens: Admitted July 30 from Kxeter. 
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Margaret Mead died Sept. 26, aged 90. Disease, Gastric 
Fever: Admitted Sept. 3, 1872 from Portsmouth. 

George W. Purington died Sept. 19, aged 64. Disease, 
Delirium Tremens complicated with Diarrhoea: Admitted 
Sept. 3, from Epping. 

John Chandler died Oct. 23, aged 69. Disease of Heart, 
died instantly: Admitted Feb. 1, 1871 from Plaistow. 

Alice Scholes died Nov. 15, aged 24. Disease, Con- 
sumption: Admitted May 15, 1871 from N. H. Insane 
Asylum. 

Ruth Towle died Dec. 18, aged 56. Disease, Paralysis 
from softening Brain: Admitted from Epping Nov. 1, 1873. 

Benjamin Moody died Dec. 24, aged 68. Disease of 
Heart, producing Dropsy: Admitted Dec. 10, from North- 
wood. 

William Scriggins died Dec. 26, aged 37. Disease, De- 
lirium Tremens: Admitted Dec. 24 from Portsmouth. 

Anna Hunt Jan. 3, 1874, aged 73. Disease, Aploplexy : 
Admitted June 11, 1873, from East Kingston. 

Mary A. Wright died April 1, aged 5 years. Disease, 
Consumption. Admitted Dec. 27, 1870, from Seabrook. 

Isabella Moody died April 27,aged 14. Disease of Heart 
and Lungs: Admitted Aug. 2, 1873, from Deerfield. 

Three of these patients died from Delirium Tremens. 
They had passed the period for recovery when brought tu 
the institution. 

Three died in the Insane department, two from diseases 
beyond recovery when transferred from N. H. Insane Asy- 
lum; one from hemorrhage which could not be controlled 
on account of the state of excitement he was in. 

Two from disease of heart, almost moribund when 
brought in, they dying afew days after. One from valvula 
disease of heart of long standing and of course incurable. 
Two from advanced disease of Brain a few days after 
admission. | 

One infant from Syphilis inherited from her mother 
while pregnant, and not here long enough to admit of a 
complete cure, although she afterwards recovered and lett 
the institution. 

Thus ten of these fifteen patients who have died were 
beyond recovery when admitted, and of the remaining five 
one was 90 years of age, one 73 and one but 5, who died 
of consumption; her mother is now suffering from same 
disease. 

I would acknowledge the uniform kindness and co-ope- 
ration of the Superintendent, his wife the matron,, Miss 
Peaslee, Miss Emeline Clark of the Insane Department, and 
employes generally. The office of Superintendent of an 
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institution like this is no sinecure ; it requires a good deal 
of tact and experience, coupled with no inconsiderable 
amount of patience and fortitude, to discharge its duties 
acceptably and profitably to the County. I believe the 
Superintendent and employes generally have discharged 
their duties faithfully and are worthy of commendation.

I commenced holding religious services at the County 
House in October last, and so far as practicable a regular 
service, with prayer, singing, and a short discourse has 
been held every other Sabbath. These meetings have 
been well attended by the assistants and inmates of the 
institution, and good attention has been paid to the word 
spoken. The choir of the Baptist church have favored us 
with their presence, which has added much to the interest 
of these meetings. 

On funeral occasions I have read the Scriptures and of- 
fered prayer, when all connected with the house have been 
present so far as convenient; and [ am happy to say that 
in all these meetings the most perfect order and quiet has 
been maintained. 

Before closing this brief report, I wish to express my 
thanks to the Superintendent and his family for their sym- 
pathy and hearty co-operation in all these religious ser- 
vices; and may they be partakers of those rich blessings 
which they are seeking to confer on others. 

We feel the need of a musical instrument at the institu- 
tion, to aid us in our devotienal exercises. Many of the 
inmates are interested in singing, and one would also in- 
cerest singers outside to meet with us. 

A Library of suitable books placed at the institution for 
the benefit of the inmates, I think would be of good ser- 
vice. Many of them ask for books to read,and shall they 
not be supplied with such reading as may produce a good 
influence on their minds? 

I hope the propriety of purchasing these articles will be 
duly considered.
